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Home Canning 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


The housewife can put up almost any kind 
of fruit or vegetables at home, which can be 
kept for many years without spoiling if it is 
really properly canned. In home canning it is 
economical to use glass, since it may be used 
year after year. The principal point to remem- 
ber is that heat ig the main 
thing in preserving. Also that 
the entrance of any air 
whatsoever will cause spoil- 
age. Bacteria in the food 
must be killed by heat and 
then no more air allowed to 
enter the jar. The food will 
then keep for as long as fif- 
teen or twenty years, and 
comes out perfectly fresh and 
attractive

vantage of the cold pack methods is that it 
saves the time which used to be spent bending 
over the hot cookstove, and saves labor since 
the foods are handled only once—the time they 
are packed into the jars—and it results in a 
food which is more wholesome and hds a bet- 
ter form and fiavor. It is both an efficient and 
satisfactory method, and the only two vital 
things to be watched are that the food is prop- 
erly sterilized, that is, heated through, and the 
cans are thoroughly sealed. The can should 
always stand the test of standing inverted with- 
out leakage. 

In canning by the “cold pack” method, after 


proper preparation—trimming, seeding or cor- 
ing, washing, blanching (or parboiling), etc., 
according to its requirements—the fruit is 


packed cold in the containers instead of boiling 
hot as by old formulas, then covered with plain 
boiling water instead of syrup, sealed or semi- 
sealed, and processed or cooked for a sufficient 
period to insure sterilization 

Only sound fruits should be used, str 
cleanliness being observed in order that steril 
zation be thorough beyond question. And while 
there are some bacteria which survive steriliza- 
tion, they are prevented from increase and con- 
sequent damage by effective sealing, but not 
all are thus checked. Hence, it is better that 
the novice over-sterilizes, even at the expense 
of perfection in color and general appearance 
of the fruit, than to risk leaving some danger-
